orably in composition with alfalfa 
and clover, and is particularly val- 
uable as a forage to help out those 
two crops during July and August 
when they are likely to make short 
growth Rape may be sown any 
time now and should provide pas- 
ture within six to eight weeks. It 
is advisable to sow rape several 
times during the season so that a 
continuous supply will be provided. 
While good pasture is important 
in hog raising, Wuichet points out, 
it is also essential that the sow be
